WASHINGTON UP — America’s 
healthy appetite for meat, milk 
and poultry products will be only 
partly satisfied, the Agriculture 
Department says, if the nation 
doesn’t get more farmers. 
Food demands are growing by 
leaps and bounds, but the number 
of workers on farms is going down. 
The department is urging Con 
gress to allow 300,000 special im­ 
migrants — mostly experience« ! 
farm workers in Europe — to en­ 
ter during the next three years. 
The department says livestock 
farming — particularly dairying— 
is having an especially difficult 
time getting capable and exper­ 
ienced workers to take over tasks 
being left by Americans going into 
the armed services and into bet­ 
ter-paying industrial jobs. 
Official surveys indicate West 
ern Germany, Italy, The Nether­ 
lands, Greece and several other 
European countries, have many ex 
cellent, experienced farm workers 
who cannot find productive em­ 
ployment on the limited land re­ 
sources of their countries and who 
would like to come to this country. 
Despite rapid gains in the U. S. 
population in the past decade, the 
farm population has declined sub­ 
stantially. The latter is now about 
pects are for a continuing declinht 
six million under 1940 and pros­ 
pects are for a continuing decline 
With the high levels of economic 
activity that seem likely for the 
years immediately ahead. 
Secretary of Apiculture Bran- 
nan says the U. S. needs the Eu­ 
ropean farmers and could use them 
without adverse effect on employ­ 
ment conditions in this country. He 
says that, contrary to claims of 
some opponents of larger immi­ 
gration quotas, he doesn’t believe 
these would result in lower wages 
or in displacement of Americans. 
“If proper care is exercised in

Rise Reported 


Sharp Upturn In Hog 


Costs Chief Cause 


WASHINGTON, May 29 
The 
Agricu ltu re Departm ent reported 
today thtft farm prices rose one 
per cent b etween mid-April and 
mid-May. 
A sharp u ptu rn in prices of hogs 
was prim arily responsib le. Prices 
for cattle, calves, wool, corn, soy­ 
b eans, most fru its, potatoes and 
cab b age also increased. 
On the other hand, some farm 
commodities declined, principally 
dairy produ cts, pou ltry, eggs, cot­ 
ton, 
hay, 
wheat, 
oats, 
b arley, 
sheep, lamb s, tomatoes and onions. 
Farm prices were ab ou t 3.8 per 
cent b elow levels of a year ago 
and nearly ¿even per cent b elow 
the record reached in Feb ru ary 
of 1951. 
Prices paid b y farm ers for com­ 
modities u sed in produ ction and in 
family living were u nchanged du r­ 
ing the month, remaining at a re­ 
cord level reached a month ago. 
Farm prices as a whole in mid- 
May were 101 percent of parity 
compared with 100 per cent a 
month earlier, 108 per cent a year 
ago, and a record of 122 per cent 
set in Octob er, 1946.

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All These Honored Dead 
Time has taken all but a few stragglers 
who marched in the war between the states. 
But the parade which is always going tb end 
when the latest war ends is continuing. 
On this Memorial Day in 1952 there is a 
thought in the minds of Americans as they 
honor the men who have served the nation 
with the last full measure of devotion—that the 
procession of those called on to sacrifice life 
for America may never end. 
It never has been so clearly evident as it 
is now that compatibility among nations whose 
leaders have varying ani conflicting ambitions 
is a distant hope; that the present order of 
things calls for measures made necessary by 
the absence of compatibility. 
Tens of thousands have died and more 
than that have suffered the agonies of mutila­ 
tion in a confused and apparently futile war 
in Korea—a war which no one can win but 
which the United States and its Allies dare 
not lose. 
Hundreds of thousands of men who thought 
the end of World War II meant the end of 
military mobilization are in uniform. 
The toll of war dead from the Civil War 
to the present is approximately one million, 
counting those who died from disease. There 
are no words to express the nation's debt to 
them, only halting and 
inadequate words 
spoken by the living from generation to gen­ 
eration in commemoration of their sacrifice. 


A Beginning . 
As Gen. Eisenhower turns over his re­ 
sponsibilities in Europe 
to Gen. Ridgway, 
there is occasion to tot up the score on what 
he calls “ only a beginning" of security in 
the North Atlantic community. 
The occasion is outside the partisan pol­ 
itics in which Gen. Eisenhower has decided 
to play a part. It resembles in that respect 
what happened when Gen. MacArthur re­ 
turned home from J apan. Though the circum­ 
stances 
of MacArthur’s homecoming were 
bound up in political partisanship, that did not 
detract from his countrymen’s appreciation of 
what he had done in the Far East 
Gen. Eisenhower would be the first to point 
out that he is not personally responsible for 
the things accomplished under his command of 
Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers in Eur­ 
ope — SHAPE. But the list speaks for itself. 
There are 17 Alljgd divisions in Europe. 
The United States has six combat-ready di­ 
visions supported 6y service troops. Britain has 
four, France five, Belgium two. 
Turkey has 12 divisions ready for service 
in the Near East. Greece had 10 divisions in 
preparation. Italy has four infantry divisions 
and three brigades. Canada has an armored 
brigade in Germany. 
The new contracts signed with Germany 
are to bring 12 German divisions to Europe s 
defense. In all probability, a crisis would bring 
Spain and Yugoslavia to the aid of Europe, 
though neither is a member of the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization. 
This does not constitute a formidable force 
relative to the Soviet Union’s 22 divisions in 
East Germany, plus an estimated 153 Russian 
divisions and 60 statellite divisions in reserve. 
That is why Gen. Eisenhower spoke of it in his 
report last April as “ only a beginning.” But 
a beginning has been made, which is more 
than ''ould be said when Eisenhower went to 
Europe early in J anuary, 1951. 


Point Of Contact 
No demonstration was needed to prove 
that Russian-dominated forces in East Ger­ 
many could mpke things even rougher than 
usual for the Allied forces of West Germany 
if those forces were expanded to include West 
Germans. 
. 
The cutting of telephone and telegrap 
communications 
immediately 
following 
an­ 
nouncement of the new contracts between the 
Allied Big Three and West Germany was 
therefore a kind of anti-climax. The demon­ 
stration probably will be carried to more vio­ 
lent displays of bad feeling. 
It is the policy of the Russian government 
and its functionaries in the satellite states to 
maintain friction at every point of contac* with 
governments opposed to the Communist con­ 
spiracy. That has been done throughout Eu­ 
rope. It has been done with great success in 
the truce negotiations in Korea. It has been 
carried on relentlessly in the United Nations. 
It produced the costly retaliation which 
became famous as the Berlin air lift. It has 
produced the Nor.h Atlantic Pact and it has 
c lused the United States to rearm itself and 
to aid in the rearmament of other nations. 
It may precipitate war eventually — a de­ 
cision which lies with the friction experts in 
the Kremlin. But that is probably not its 
aim. 
The aim seems more likely to be the im­ 
poverishment of the populations which have 
reacted from Russian provocation in the only 
way it is safe to react — by preparing for 
the war which the Kremlin might start to 
start if it detects an overt sign of weakness.

Show Quiet Interest In U. S. Politics 


What do Britons think about the 
American 
enection 
campaign? 
They have disciplined themselves 
theoretically to take no sides ami 
to avoid any public expression on 
the part of the govenment or the 
press which could in any way be 
construed as intervening in Amer­ 
ican internal affairs. 
But this surface restraint does 
not by any means hide the basic 
attitude which most Britons feel 
toward the American presidential 
cafnpaign. 
Primarily, the British don’t know 
the first thing about the reasons 
why Taft has such a formidable 
support in the United States. They 
do know General Eisenhower’s 
personality, and like him. They 
presume he’s going to be a friend 
of theirs if he’s elected President, 
and that Mr. Taft is going to be 
hostile. 
These generalizations are the 
result of a lack of knowledge of 
American 
politics. 
Instead 
of 
studying the reasons why the Taft 
campaign has mobilized such a 
strong fSllowing, particularly on 
foreign-policy questions, the Euro­ 
pean mind brushes it all off as 
just “ isolationism." The truth is 
Europeans know very little about 
General 
Eisenhower’s point of 
view 
either, on 
foreigmpolicy 
questions, because he has never 
expressed publicly any comments 
other than those required to do 
his job over here. 


THERE IS, to be sure, a great 
admiration for Eisenhower, the 
general, born of wartime experi­ 
ence with his leadership and a 
belief that he will at least treat 
Europe fairly even though public 
sentiment in the United States may 
favor less and less economic aid 
to Europe as the years go on. The 
“ London Evening News," on the 
occasion of General Eisenhower’s 
recent visit to Britain, said of 
him: 
“ J ust seven years ago out streets 
—after so many grim years of 
battering and black-out—were lit 
once again and filled with vast, 
rejoicing crowds celebrating V-E 
Day. 
“ V-E Day was the victory of 
all of us, great and humble, as 
Mr. Churchill said in his unfor­ 
gettable speech to the throng at 
Whitehall; but in a special sense, 
of course, it was Ike’s victory. 
As supreme commander of all the 
Allied forces in the great and 
glorious venture of liberation and 


the defeat of the Nazis, he had 
borne a lonely and tremendous re­ 
sponsibility. The moment of com­ 
plete triumph was his moment; 
and with us, alongside us, here 
in London where the campaign had 
been planned and whence it was 
launched he had shared 
a long, 
stern ordeal. 
“ These memories are not idle or 
insignificant. 
They 
mean 
that 
here in London we always think 
of Ike as a friend and good com­ 
panion—‘(me of us’—and whatever 
may be his fortune in the new 
setting to which he goes he is 
sure of British affection, grati­ 
tude and trust." 


SIMILAR 
editorial expressions 
indicate that General Eisenhower 
is held in high esteem but, if one 
may be permitted a prediction in 
the event that he is elected Presi­ 
dent, the same British press may 
be disillusioned. 
General Eisenhower, faced by* 
a growing American sentiment in 
favor of an independent policy in 
foreign affairs, must necessarily 
take note of that sentiment if an 
era of self-reliance is to be es­ 
tablished among the nations allied 
with us. 
The xiew that is held here about 
Senator Taft and General Mac­ 
Arthur is based on a steady cam­ 
paign of distortion. One would 
think from hearing 
comments 
here that the Americans are a 
bellicose people intent on large- 
scale war at the slightest pro­ 
vocation. 
One is inclined to think that 
Senator Taft’s . public expressions 
of support for Britain and his votes 
for 
sending troops to Europe 
have never been emphasized here. 
Many a Briton seems surprised to 
learn that, despite Senator Taft 
criticisms of the extent of econom­ 
ic aid and his efforts to modify 
some of the commitments of the 
military side he has held firmly 
to the view in his speeches that 
an attack by Soviet Russia on the 
North Atlantic Treaty members 
would be an attack on the United 
States. 
It is apparent that the British, 
along with other Europeans, are 
going to take a deep interest in 
the campaign, despite the official 
attitude of avoiding any acts or 
statements that could be deemed 
intervention or the interposition of 
a European desire for a friendly 
administration to succeed the Tru­ 
man regime. 


Men Are No Good 
By TRUMAN TWILL 
Aviation experts are watching 
accident reports closely for signs 
that pilot failure is causing the 
great majority of mishaps. The 
signs all point to the same con­ 
clusion: That the modern flying 
machine 
is more than modern 
men can handle safely. 
"This does not mean the pilots 
are at fault. 
They are the best 
obtainable but still are not a 
match for the machines they must 
handle. Their blood vessels burst 
when they are called on to defy 
the law of gravity. 
They faint 
and grow woozy when the blood 
leaves their brains. 
Even when operating the most 
prosaic of flying machines, their 
mental reaction time sometimes 
is too slow to deal with emergen­ 
cies which demand that they be 
five men at once, all five with 
infallible judgment. It’s a tough 
problem for the aviation industry. 
But it isn’t as if the aviation 
Industry lacked company. 
There 
are some other machines which 
have grown too complex for a 
modem man to handle safely. The 
automobile, for instance. Also the 
hoot-nanny which explodes atom 
bombs. 
It requires no further proof 
that human beings are not up to 
| the responsibility of zooming over 
1 the surface of the earth in a two- 
1 ton juggernaut capable of going 
upward of 100 miles an hour. It 
remains to be seen whether or 
not 
they will do even greater 
damage with the mechanism that 


makes it possible for them to 
release the force of atoms, but 
present signs are not reassuring. 
As far as that’s concerned, they 
never showed any signs of know­ 
ing how to handle ordinary gun­ 
powder. Even a little old fire­ 
cracker, 
which 
was 
relatively 
harmless, was too much for mod- 
sm man. 
There will have to be a com­ 
mission on human capacity some 
day to « keep these things from 
getting out of hand. It will have 
a subcommittee in charge of im­ 
proving the breed, to keep pace 
with mechanical progress. 
The subcommittee will be do­ 
ing well if it has made enough 
progress after its first century of 
existence to justify the release of 
the wheelbarrow as a modern 
vehicle. 
In a few hundred more 
years, it may be able to permit 
the use of horses and buggies. 
But right off the bat it will 
have to call back some of the 
gadgets which were released pre­ 
maturely — such things as the 
internal combustion engine, the 
philosophy of Hegel, the easy- 
payment plan, bureaucracy and 
bottle openers. 
This will take some doing; the 
commission will run into resist­ 
ance. But the logic of its posi­ 
tion will be so clear that reason 
ultimately will win out over gad­ 
gets and the world will return to 
an easy-going pedestrian existence, 
blissful in its ignorance and raising 
enough potatoes to go around, no 
more and no less. 
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Senate Joint Resolution 130

Senator J ohn W. Bricker and a 
number of other senators, both 
Democrats and Republicans, have 
introduced Senate J oint Resolution 
130, proposing an 
amendment 
t o 
th e Constitution 
of the U n i t e d 
States which is 
fundamental 
t o 
our liberties. 
This resolution 
to be 
effective 
must be passed 
by two-thirds of 
b ot h houses of 
Congress and by 
three - fourths of 
the states. When 
it is realized how speedily the 18th 
Amendment abolishing prohibition 
was passed, it is 
su rp risin g that 
this proposed amendment should 
be relatively ignored. 
i 
For, unless some measures are 
taken, the United Nations could be­ 
come a legislative body for the 
American people. According to at 
least one decision of our courts, 
the Charter of the United Nations 
being a treaty and therefore the 
law of the land, actions taken un 
der that treaty are binding upon 
us. The Bricker resolution is de­ 
signed to correct this loophole in 
our constitutional system. 
— 
* 
THE FIRST three sections deal 
with problems arising out of the 
existence of the United Nations 
and the authority which our own 
Constitution gives to United Na­ 
tions resolutions: 
“ Section 1. No treaty or execu­ 
tive agreement shall be made re­ 
specting the rights of citizens of 
the United States protected by this 
Constitution, or abridging or pro­ 
hibiting the free exercise thereof. 
“ Sec. 2. No treaty or executive 
agreement shall vest in any inter­ 
nation organization or in any for­ 
eign power any of the legislative, 
executive or judicial powers vest­ 
ed by this Consitution in the Con­ 
gress, the President, or in the 
courts of the United States, respec­ 
tively. 
“ Sec. 3. No treaty or executive 
agreement shall altar or abridge 
the laws of the United States or the 
Constitution or laws of the several 
states, unless, and then only to the 
extent that, Congress shall so 
provide by act or joint resolution.” 
Should this amendment to the 
Constitution be adopted, each meas­ 
ure of the United Nations affecting 
the American people would have 
to be passed, to be effective, by 
the Congress of the United States. 
For instance, the United Nations 
is now considering a resolution 
which Americans regard as a lim­ 
itation upon the freedom of the 
press. Should such a resolution be 
passed, as matters now stand, our 
courts might hold that it is good 
law, having been agreed upon with­ 
in the terms of the charter of the 
United Nations, which is a treaty 
and therefore the law of the land. 


UNDER THE Bricker Amend­ 
ment, such an United Nations res­ 
olution would not affect Americans 
unless passed by Congress. 
And 
an act of Congress cannot contra­ 
vene the Constitution, as this one 
obviously would. 
The second phase of this resolu­ 
tion is of equal importance. Steps 
are constantly being taken by the 
President and the State Depart­ 
ment which, were they treaties, 
would, 
under 
the 
Constitution, 
have to be ratified by the Senate 
before they can be binding u^on 
the United States. At Teheran and

Yalta, for instance, actions were 
taken by “ executive agreement" 
which affected our whole history.

“ Sec. 4. Executive agreements 
shall not be made in lieu of treat­ 
ies. 
“ Executive agreements shall, if 
not sooner terminated, expire au­ 
tomatically one year after the end 
of the term of office for which the 
President making the agreement 
shall have been elected, but the 
Congress may, at the request of 
any President, extend for the du­ 
ration of the term of such Presi­ 
dent the life of any such agreement 
made or extended during the next 
presidential term. 
“ The President shall publish all 
executive agreements except that 
those which in his judgment re­ 


quire secrecy shall be submitted 
to appropriate committees of the 
Congress in lieu of publication." 


THE PROVISIONS place limita­ 
tions upon the President and the 
State Department. In effect, they 
force upon the President disclosure 
of arrangements he may- have 
made in lieu of treaties. For in­ 
stance, to this day, we still are not 
altogether 
cognizant 
of 
what 
Messrs. Roosevelt, Churchill and 
Stalin agreed to at Teheran and 
Yalta, although the effects of their 
decisions there are becoming al­ 
together too clear for our happi­ 
ness as a people. 
Under the Bricker Amendment, 
even if secrecy were required, an 
appropriate committee of Congress 
would be empowered to know the 
truth—not only the chairman of 
the committee,. who might be a 
partisan, but the entire committee, 
including the minority. 


Chambers' Book 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 


The reviews of W h i t t ak e r 
Chambers’ book, “ Witness,” seem 
to be nearly unanimous in saying 
that it is a massive frightening, 
and perhaps great piece of litera­ 
ture. It is also a very important 
page in American history. 
When the Chambers story was 
running irt the Saturday Evening 
Post I discussed in this column 
what seemed to me the present 
political significance of the book. 
Now, 
however, 
an additional 
point, touched upon by some per­ 
ceptive reviewers, needs to be 
stressed. It is Chambers’ 
over­ 
simplification of the difference be­ 
tween Communism and the pre­ 
vailing way of life of the Western 
free nations. This oversimplifica­ 
tion is made more emphatic by 
Chambers* emotional approach to 
great political problems. 
He does not make clear what 
political faith he has retreated to, 
but he says it is the way of God. 
Communism, he says, is the way 
of man exalted to the stature of 
God. All through the book there 
are allusions to this black-or-white 
choice, but he brings it out most 
early in his introductory. “ Letter 
to My Children” in this way: 
“ The Communist vision is the 
vision of Man without God. 
“ It is the vision of man’s mind 
displacing God as the creative in­ 
telligence of the world. It is the 
vision of m^n’s liberated mind, by 
the sole force of its rational in­ 
telligence, redirecting man’s des­ 
tiny and reorganizing man’s life 
and the world. 
It is the vision 
oî man, once more the central fig­ 
ure of the Creation, not because 
God made man in His image, but 
because man’s mind makes him 
the most intelligent of the animals. 
“ . . . hence the Communist Par­ 
ty is quite justified in calling it­ 
self the most revolutionary party 
in history. It has posed in prac­ 
tical form the most revolutionary 
question in history: God or Man?" 
The alternative to which Cham­ 
bers retreated when he risked 
death to break with the Commun­ 
ist Party is thus stated: 
“ One thing most ex-Commun- 
ists could agree ujx>n:they broke 
because they wanted to be free. 
They do not all mean the same 
thing by ‘free.’ Freedom is a need 
of the soul, and nothing else. 
‘ It is in striving toward God 
that the soul strikes continually 
after a condition of freedom. God 
alone is the inciter and guarantor 
of 
freedom . . . . A 
Communist 
breaks because he must choose at 
last between irreconcilable oppos- 


ites—God or Man, Soul or Mind, 
Freedom or Communism.’’ 
If this were the simple choice, 
the salvation of the Western way 
of life could be assured by the 
pleaching of a religious crusade. 
Btft an omniscient God must want 
something more 
from 
men 
in 
whom he has placed such great 
capacities for rational action. We 
cannot throw all our problems 
back into the lap of God. 
What we have is a system of 
liberty built by man with the 
help of God, it is true. That sys­ 
tem has the capacity to bring 
reasonable happiness to mankind. 
But its mastery requires men's 
minds as well as their emotions. 
Moreover, as Santayana in his 
most recent, great book, “ Domi­ 
nations and Powers,” has made 
clear, there is a distinction be­ 
tween freedom and liberty. Free­ 
dom implies 
no vital 
process, 
nothing that makes it a value in 
itself. Liberty is a way of life 
created by men who believe in 
man as well as in God. It offers 
the real hope of the world.

(the 
game) 
is 
modeled after Park i t Shop (the 
actual parking plan). 
Both 
are 
clever, and b oth are easy to op­ 
erate. And b ehind b oth is the dy­ 
namic, cigar-chewing general man­ 
ager of Allentown’s Call-Chronicle 
newspapers, Donald P. Miller. 
In 1944, Miller b egan thinking 
ab out parking. His city, like most 
in America, had too many cars 
for the parking space availab le. 
There was danger of b usiness 
moving out to the sub urb s. Out 
of his research, persuasiveness and 
eight years of work came a mas­ 
ter plan which today makes it 
cheap and easy to park in the 
heart of Allentown’s b usiness area. 
There are three types of park­ 
a s , and three types of parking fa­ 
cilities, 
in Allentown. 
For the 
all-day 
parker, 
the 
Allentown 
Parking Authority runs lots on the 
fringe of the shopping district, 
b ut still within easy walking dis­ 
tance. These are metered, and it 
costs 25 cents a day—or $5 a 
month or $50 a year—to keep yc/ur 
car there. 


FOR THE SHORT - STOPPER 
the streets are metered. But there 
is an intermediate group, and a 
large one, that is virtually ignored 
in many cities. That’s the motorist 
who plans to spend a few hours 
downtown on a variety of shopping 
and b usiness errands. 
These people are considered in 
Miller’s Park 
& Shop plan. The 
city’s merchants b anded together, 
b ought land in the center of the 


city, and b egan operating private­ 
ly owned Park i t Shop lots. 
As 
their ads say, it’s as easy as one- 
two-three. 
You pull into a Park 
i t Shop 
lot, one of 10 in the b usiness area. 
They’re easily identified b y b ife 
b lue signs. You give the operator 
—who leases the lot from Park 
i t Shop, Inc— a quarter, and he 
gives you a ticket. Your fee en­ 
titles you to park for two hours. 
-Secondly, you go shopping. In 
any of the Park & Shop memb er 
stores—and the 72 stores repre­ 
sent nearly all Allentown mer­ 
chants—you make your purchase. 
If it is over one dollar, the mer­ 
chant stamps your ticket. 


WHEN YOU PICK UP your car, 
you give the 
lot 
operator 
the 
stamped ticket and he gives you 
b ack your quarter. You’ve parked 
for free. 
Every week, the lot 
operator 
sends his stamped tickets in to 
Park & Shop headquarters, and 
gets 18 cents for each one. Park 
i t Shop then turns around and 


merchant, in the end. pays for 
your parking. But he’s happy, b e­ 
cause now you’re shopping in 
town more often. 
The plan, which b egan operat­ 
ing on a small scale in 1947, is 
now a b ig-time operation.
